Dr. W. H. Craig Dies After 
Serving Many Here for 
36 Years 


DEATH IS ON MONDAY 


Friends of Prominent Family 
Join in Mourning Pass- 
ing of Father 


Dr. William 
pioneer citizen 


Howard Craig, 
of Upland and 
well-known as one of the most 
capable physicians and surgeons 
in Southern California, died at 
3:30 o'clock Monday afternoon at 


the home of his son, Dr. Stephen 
A. Craig, 404 Armsley square, 
‘Ortario. Immediate cause of his 
idenath was an attack of pneu- 
monia contracted Friday,  al- 
though he had been in a serious 
condition since suffering a sec- 
ond paralytic stroke several 
weeks ago. 

A native of Freedom, Pa., Dr. 
iCraig was in his seventy-fourth 
year. He had resided in Califor- 
nia for 37 years, spending one 
year in Glendora before locating 


in Upland 386 years ago. 

With his beloved wife he spent 
those 36 years among his friends 
and neighbors, rearing a family 
of eight sons and daughters and 
identifying himself with 
worthwhile activity that

Dr. Craig’s success aS a phy- 
sician and surgeon attracted 

ide attention and he came to 
be highly regarded in medical 
jcircles of the south. 

Two sons anda daughter follow- 
1d their father into the medical 
profession as practicing phy- 


sicians and surgeons and a third 


son became a dentist. 

Dr. Craig’s health first broke 
something more than a year ago 
when he suffered the first stroke. 
However, he made a gallant ef- 
fort to recover his health and 
'sueceeded to the extent that he 
again was able to be about as 


he pleased, showing something of 


his old-time vigor. During this 
time he and Mrs. Craig resided 
at their home in San Antonio 
; canyon. When he suffered toe 
second — stroke snortly before 
ChristmaS he was taken to the 
home of his son in Ontario. 
Surviving him are his wife, 
four daughters, Dr. Mary Craig 
Williamson of Upland, Miss Lois 
Craig, an instructor in Miss 
Yoder’s school in Florence,Italy; 
Mrs. Lowell Summers (Ethel 
Craig), of Oakland; Mrs. L. P. 
Couffer (Ruth Craig), of Glen- 
dale; four sons, Dr. John B. 


Craig and Dr. William H. Craig, 
Jr, of Upland; Dr. Stephen A.
